Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1, for example, which include, a collapsible 
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lens barrel having a fixed cylinder, a rotatively wheel, a plurality cams disposed on inner 
peripheral portion of wheel, a movable cylinder which holds a lens and guided a lens in 
an optical axis with respect to fixed cylinder, a plurality cam followers, an urging device 
which urges the cam followers of movable cylinder to end surface cams and wheel is 
rotated to extend movable cylinder from a collapsed position to a photographing 
position. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The closest prior art 

Enomoto (4,848,884) discloses a variable focusing lens barrel. 

Okajima et al (4,439,018) discloses a zoom lens structure. 

DiRisio (US 2004/0240874 A1) discloses a camera assembly having over-center 
biasing of traveler against rests. 

Allen et al (6,856,763 B2) discloses a deployment apparatus for cameras and 
other hand-held devices and deployment method.
